Now this sounded a

éhenko’s army is in disorderly re- 
treat along the whole line.” On 
October 3, Hitler had announced 


that “the enemy has already been 
routed" On October 9, his press 
chief, Dr. Dietrich had said: “Soviet 


Russia has been vanquished.” 

Last week, however, there was a 
new tone in the Axis broadcasts, 
especially those directed to the Ger- 
man and Italian people. A German 
general broadcasting for home con- | 
sumption warned that a heavy Rus-| 
eian counter-attack must be expect- | 
ed in the Don river area, “We are 
faced.” he said, “with Russian tac- 
tics of an entirely new kind | 
Last summer the Russians defended | 
every inch of their soil They have 
now swung to the opposite extreme | 
They are falling back deliberately | 
with the obvious intention of mak- | 
ing their real stand on the banks | 
of the Don.

On October 13, Radio Moscow in 
an English-language broadcast 
frankly admitted that the Russian | 
people know “the struggle now rag- 
ing is a life and death struggle 
(and that) the fate of their 
country hangs in the balance.” Tne 
next day Moscow spoke of the

The bill to amend the Mobilization Act 

empowering the Government to send 
drafted men outside Canada if and when 
that required—having passed the 
House of Commons, nothing could be 
gained by keeping alive the controversy 
which two groups of members saw fit to 
stir up, and thus broaden the breach that 
has been created. 

It is necessary, however, to keep the 
facts in mind so that misunderstandings 
and misrepresentations will not be pos- 
sible in future. 

Speaking for Quebec members who 
opposed the bill, Hon. J. A. Cardin in his 
closing remarks gave assurance that the 
people of his province ‘‘will obey the law. 
There will be no trouble.” This simply 
means that there will be no rebellion in 
Quebec—if anyone ever supposed such an 
unthinkable thing likely to happen. 

But the ex-Minister continued with the 
Surprising statement that the law “‘is the 
worst law that has ever been passed by 
a democracy in Canada”. Mr. Cardin has 
been a member of the Commons since 
1911. He must therefore recall the con- 
scription bill passed in 1917; yet he char- 
acterizes the present measure as ‘‘worse”’. 

What are the facts? The people of 
Canada were asked to say by direct vote 
whether they were willing for the Mo- 
bilization Act to be amended for the pur- 
pose for which it is being amended. They 
replied in the affirmative, by a very large 
majority, varying but still large in every 
province save one, 

Was that a “worse” course than the 
one taken in 1917; when Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier pled that a referendum be taken 
and pledged that no opposition would be 
offered from Quebec if the response were 
in the affirmative? 

The bill is in strict accord with the 
verdict from the polls. It does nothing 
more than the electors plainly understood 
the plebiscite to mean. Mr. Cardin admits 
so when he says the bill is an exercise of 
“the sovereignty of the majority of the 
people of Canada”, Then why is it the 
“worst” legislation ever enacted by a Can- 
adian parliament? 

After the bill has been passed by the 
» Senate and signed by the Governor-Gen-

The fact appears to be 
that Britain has been supplying Russia 
at the cost of cutting down even its own 
needed defence equipment; on the princi- 
ple that it is better to make sure of hold- 
ing the Russian front than to risk losing 
there in order to set up another—and 
insufficiently equipped—front in the west.

Also, there is a tendency to ap- 
plaud before the actual close of a 
work. This is deplored by many, 
as in the case of a symphony, or an 
opera, some exquisite effects in or- 
chestration are lost through the 
burst of noise. Some conductors. 
such as Leopold Stokowski and Sir 
Thomas Beecham have not hesitat- 


plauding in what they considered 
the wrong place

However, this is one thing that 
no person can control, If an audi- 
ence feels like applauding it will 
do so, no matter what any particu- 
lar conductor or artist desires. Cus- 
tom is heading in the direction of 
centralizing the applause at the 
end of groups or movements, and 
this is a good sign. At the inter- 
mission and at the end of the con- 
cert, not even the most exacting 
artists will object to all the ap- 
plause showered by the spectators.

What the patient 
catarrh of the nose is referred to 
by the doctors as rhinitis, Rhinitis 
means a catarrhal inflarnmation 
of the mucous membrane lining the 
nese, 

In chronie rhinitis, the mucous 
membrance of the nose becomes in- 
flammed and swollen and there is 
an increeased secretion of mucus, 
as the result of continued irritation, 
Ordinarily chronic catarrah de- 
velops only after many colds, 

In this disorder, the blood vessels 
become distended or stretched with 
an associated softening of their 
walls, The membrane may thicken 
or harden. The nose feels stopped

| up or obstructed and the amount 


of mucus secreted is greatly increas- 
ed. At the start the discharge is 
thin and watery as well as profuse, 
as s€€n in the beginning of a cold 
when the nose “runs.” Later on 
the discharge is thick and it 
hard to remove it even by blowing 
the nose vigorously. The patient 
complains of a feeling of dullness 
in the nose or between the eyes. A 
dull headache may develop but the 
boring, persistent headache as seen 
in sinus trouble is not present and 
the patient describes rather a dull 
distress or heavy sensation, 

When the patient goes to bed at 
night, the side of the nose next to 
the pillow becomes clogged up so 
that he cannot breathe through it 
Sometimes the patient says that the 
inside of the nose feels dry At 
times, he notices that the hearing 
is dull, In making a diagnosis of 
chronic rhinitis, a local examination 
of the nose is necessary and the 
information gained in this way, to- 
gether with a consideration of the 
patient's symptoms, will tel! what is 
wrong. 

Other forms of rhinitis are the 
hypertrophic and the atrophic, In 
hypertrophic rhinitis, there occurs 
a marked increase in the connec- 
tive tissue within the layer just be- 
low the mucous membrane, lead- 
ing to more or less blocking of the 
passages with consequent mouth- 
breathing. In atrophic rhinitis the 
mucous membrance becomes thin 
and hard, the hardness replacing 
the normal softness seen when the 
membrane is healthy. The out- 
standing symptom is the unpleasant 
odor of the discharge. There is 
usually considerable crust forma- 
tion and with the removal of one 
of these crusts, nosebleed may de- 
velop. 


is 


The sense of smell is often lost in 
any of the forms of rhinitis and 
the patient may also lose the sense 
of taste. The most serious compli- 
cations which may result are catar- 
rhal deafness and sinus trouble. 

The patient needs a genera] treat- 
ment to build up the health in every 
way possible and to overcome the 
irritation which caused the en- 
gorged state of the mucous mem- 
brane, together with suitable local 
treatment. Attention must be given 
to the diet and a large amount of 
the alkaline foods used to overcome 


the acidosis which is frequently 
present. Constipation is the gen- 
eral rule, rather than the excep- 


tion, and requires correction, Until 
the intestines can be re-trained to 
function normally, the daily use of 
the enema will be of benefit, Daily 
sunbaths, or a substitute treatment 
given with the ultra violet ray 
light over the whole body, are of 
value. Plenty of sleep, fresh aid, 
and exercise are al] helps in achiev- 
ing a permanent cure. Often the 


patient will recover more rapidly 
if he avoids starches for several 
weeks 


Treatment given directly to the 


nasal membrane with the ultra vio- 
let ray may prove helpful in in- 
creasing loca] tone, In those cases 
where a deviated septum is caus- 
ing pressure, surgical correction 
may be necessary. Unfor'unately, 
continued rhinitis favors the forma- 
tion of soft tumors, or polyps, and 
the larger ones may require re- 
moval, 

A common local treatment con- 
sists of the use of nasa] sprays or 
douches at home. I wish to cau- 
tion you against washing the nose 
out several times daily for any pro- 
longed period. Constant washing 
may do more harm than good and 
increase the irritation, serving to 
remove the natural secretions 
When the discharge is thick and 
heavy, the doctor may prescribe 
certain antiseptics or astringents 
at the start of the treatment to pro- 
mote cleanliness but the patient 
should use the nasa] douche or the 
atomizer only as directed by the 
doctor,

Bible is urgent now. It will be more 
urgent still when the war has 
passed, and it will be for us to see 
that the famine of the Word of God 
is broken and the holy and healing 
tidings carried to every country 
waiting to receive them. Just 
food ships, when the armistice is 
signed, will be rushed to the starv-| 
ing peoples of the world, so must) 
the Bible Society be ready to send} 
to them the Bread of Life.” 


INCOME UP 
During the year the income of the} 


as 


Bible Society exceeded that of 
the previous year. In the British 
Isles there was a remarkable in- 


crease of donations of 9,000 pounds 
sterling. 

The output of new versions is 
down to four, two of which are 
for Asia and two for Africa. Of the 
former, one is for a people on the| 
island of Timor, now one of the 
Eastern war centres; the second is 
for a people on the Assamese bor- 
der of Burma. 

The total circulation cannot 
given as only a few agencies have 
been able to send in reports. Yet, 
with most incomplete returns, .the| 
Society knows at least seven mil- 
lion books have gone into use. The 
Society still carries on its world 
wide service and its service to H. 
M. Forces and to prison and intern- 
ment camps.
